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REQUEST FOR ISSUANCE OF A NEW OFFICE ACTION 



Commissioner for Patents: 



Applicants' attorney requests a new office action, with a new starting date to 
replace and clarify the office action mailed December 15, 2005. The office action mailed does 
not provide an explanation for all claims and the basis of the rejection of some of the claims is 
unclear in order for applicant to make a response, clarification is required. Accordingly, the 
Examiner is requested to issue a new office action. 

In particular, on page 1, claims 1-16 were listed as being rejected. On page 2, 
only claim 1 was listed as being rejected. However, on pages 4 and 5; claims 3, 4, 5, 6, 8-12, 14 
and 15 were specifically mentioned was made on the same grounds. Applicants 1 attorney does 
not know if a rejection to these claims as well. An additional rejection was made on claims 2-16 
on page 6. Claims 7 and 13 were mentioned nowhere in the office action. It appears therefore 
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Reply to Office Action dated December 15, 2005 

that claims 7 and 13 may be allowable since they were not rejected on any grounds. If they were 
rejected, the grounds are not stated in the office action. Unfortunately, page 1 lists claims 1-16 
as being rejected, therefore applicants' attorney is unable to formulate a response to the office 
action since it is not clear which claims were rejected and the basis. A request is hereby made 
for a new office action, which resets the starting period for the response. 
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
